Chromium mines In MAL I BUlQIZBS , 

On the West slope of summit 1999 (D L 392-.930) csCLled Mitt I BDLQJZES, there are 
chromium minss, 

Pesorlption of underground tunnels . 

Chromium is digged out firom 15 tunnels the largest one of ^5ilch is 650 motors 
long, 3 meters vide and 2,80 meters high. The other tunnels are of dlfforent 
dimensions. The roof of the tunnels are covered tlth boards supported by roof 
props, Thero is an emergency shaft every 20 meters. The mines ere lighted vdth 
the usual mine lamps, 

Uumber ofndne workers and their living conditions. 

The numbor of workman in the above mines are 1600, Tho 1500 come from various 
prisons in Albania, and the other 100 wrkmen are free laborers, 

Thelrnliving conditions are quite satisfactory, and sttl the workmen are pleased 
with the vray they are being treated, and also with their food. They got meat 

every day and good quantity of bread and other Items, Work is carried out in 
shifts of 8 hours - 24 hours per day, i 
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Sally and monthly ont-imt of the mlna. 

The 24^how ojrt-pttt of the mine is 1000 tons of chromium, and the monthly is 
30,000 tons. 

Transportation of chromium. 

Chromium is transported from the tunnels to the pile places in small wagons run on 
rails and pushed out hy the workers. Prom there it is being loaded on type SKODA 
trucks and transported to the port of DDREES, from tdaere it is loaded on cargo 

ships and transported to CZECHOSLOVAKIA. Ho treatment is being done to the chroni-
